Mr. Moss further stated that Item 6N was revised by the Regional 
Transportation Committee (RTC) (revisions distributed).  Mr. Reeder moved to approve 
the agenda as amended, seconded by Ms. Zilber and carried without dissent.

Ms. Zilber moved to approve the minutes of March 20, 2006.  The motion was seconded 
by Mr. Reeder and carried without dissent.   
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REPORTS 
Ms. Maria Johnson, Manager, Project Review and Financial Analysis, OCITT, 
reported on the “Charter County Transit System Sales Surtax Collection Report as of 
March 2006,” the “the CITT Cash Analysis of Charter County Transit System Sales 
Surtax,” the “OCITT New Contracts for March 29, 2006,” and the “OCITT PTP Active 
Contracts Status Report for PWD” (report distributed).   
 
Ms. Nan Markowitz, Director, OCITT, reviewed the Proposed Budget for Fiscal Year 
2006-2007 (report distributed).  Mr. Moss asked when the final numbers recommended 
by the CITT had to be submitted.  Ms. Markowitz replied that it would be due in May 
2006.   
 
Ms. Johnson reviewed the “MDT and PWD Second Quarter Invoices” (invoices 
distributed).  Mr. Wilde commented that adjustments for the Golden Passport charges to 
the Surtax would have to be made.  Ms. Bustamante stated that MDT consultants are 
reviewing the Cost Allocation Formula and would be able to meet with the CITT and its 
consultants to discuss the formula.  Ms. Markowitz stated that she would schedule a 
meeting with the CITT, MDT, and both consultants.

Mr. Wilde asked why this item was removed from the disadvantaged business level 1 
and opened to a wider range of businesses.  Ms. Betty Alexander, Business & 
Professional Development Division, Director, DBD, responded that the CSBE Ordinance 
was amended to include the use of level 2 and 3 CSBEs for specialty trade work 
regardless of the size of the work order.  Mr. Wilde inquired what was the differences in 
the levels.  Ms. Alexander replied that businesses are certified by levels based on their 
average gross revenues for a three (3) year period.  In addition, Ms. Alexander stated 
that if the business’ average gross revenue is less than $750,000 it is a level 1 firm, if it 
is above $750,000 to $2 million it is a level 2 firm, and if it is above $2 million to $5 
million it is a level 3 firm.  Dr. Ward inquired if the company handling this project is the 
same company that handled the project by Palm Springs North Elementary.  Mr. Tinder 
informed Dr. Ward that it was not the same company.

Mr. Reeder moved to approve Item 6Q; the motion was seconded by Ms. Zilber and 
carried without dissent.   
 
Mr. Libhaber, Assistant County Attorney, CAO, stated that the effective date of the BCC 
resolution is incorrect because it does not include the CITT, and it is in the process of 
being corrected.  Mr. Tinder provided a brief overview of the item.  Mr. Reeder asked 
who owns the building being purchased.   Mr. Leland Salomon, Real Estate, Assistant 
Manager and Development Specialist, GSA, replied that it is a consortium of banks, 
investment firms.     
 
 
OLD BUSINESS 
Ms. Bustamante reviewed the MDT Group Travel Log for 2002-2003, 2003-2004, 2004-
2005, and 2005-2006 (report distributed).  Mr. Wilde asked how the County determines 
who is charged for travel service.  Mr. Joel Perez, Office of the Director, MDT, 
responded that some departments do not have transportation contracts with MDT and 
have to purchase transportation from MDT; In addition, Mr. Perez stated that County 
activities require BCC approval in order to use MDT services.     
 
Several Pedestrian Studies were distributed to the Members present.  Mr. Moss stated 
that the studies were collected to determine if there is a safety problem for pedestrians 
at transit locations and what precautions could be implemented. Mr. Moss stated that 
the CITT would have to decide whether to be fully involved in implementing a full 
pedestrian study.  In addition, he stated that the County has several departments that 
are better equipped to handle a study of this magnitude.

Mr. Wilde reviewed his suggestions for the pro forma proposed by MDT for 
consideration, revision, and adoption by the Project and Financial Review Committee 
meeting.   
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Ms. Zilber moved that a resolution be created in support of the Florida Legislature bill 
HB 301 CS – Surcharge on the Rental or Lease of Motor Vehicles.  Mr. Reeder 
seconded the motion and carried without dissent.   
 
Dr. Ward requested the Ordinance to be posted at the CITT Retreat.  Dr. Ward 
requested a new facilitator to facilitate the CITT Retreat.
